Superintendent of Schools W. (C, 


Bates of Fall River, formerly superin- 


tendent of schools of this city ad- 
dressed the teachers of the local-pub- 
lic schools in High school assembly hall 
Wednesday afternoon on the subject of 
“Good ‘Morals and Fine Manners in the 
Schoolroom.” Notice.had been sent to 
al lof the schools-for the teachers to be 
at the hall at 4 o’clock and several of 
the schools were dismissed. early to-en- 
able the teachers to do so. 

Mr. Bates presented his subject in a 
thoroughly interesting and entertaining 
manner and during his address he gave 
expression to many _beautiful _senti- 
ments and enriched his discourse with 
illustrations and anecdotes. 

In -opening his address, Mr. 
gave a prelude in which he said that we 


| should take-in the thought of God and 


the good that we can do. In regard 
to good morals and fine manners in the 
schoolroom, he brought out’ eleven 
main points. They were substantially 
as follows: The teacher who would ex- 
ercise good morals and fine manners in 
the schoolroom should begin and close 
her school finely; she should have a 
care to the-individual needs; she should 
not treat any two children alike, be- 
cause God did not make any two alike. 

He spoke of-the danger of the depart- 
mental plan as in vogue at the local 
and many other High schools. By it, he 
declared,’ the indiyidual teacher is lost, 
and her efforts will not be commended. 
No teacher, he said, who would have 
good morals and fine manners, should 
be hurt by ridicule, sarcasm, or scold- 
ing. The teacher will be kind in her 
attitude towards the teacher of the 
next lower grade. 

When pupils,change from one teacher 
to another, at first both are new to 
each other, but the pupil will at length 
adjust himself, The teacher should so 
influence her pupils that they will hab- 
itualty and cheerfully do their work in 
scholo time—teacher and pupil should 
enter each other. The teacher should 
so influence her pupils that their medi- 
tation of her will be sweet, ‘‘Manage- 


ment,’ not- “Discipline,” should be on 
her mind. ‘Discipline’ suggests 
harshness; “Management” - suggests 


good feeling, 

The teacher who has good morals and 
fine manners in the school room will 
influence her pupils through poetry and 


nature study. Her pupils will know 
that she has confidence in them, and 
they will become what she expects 
them to be. The children will help the 
teacher. 

Show children, he said, that. you 
expect splendid things of them and 


they will live up to the expectations. 
If good morals and fine manners pre- 
vail in the schools the children will help 
the teachers as much as the teachers 
help them. “A little child shall lead 
them.”’

LAWRENCE 


Talks to Teachers. 


The following paper was delivered by 
-Principal-M.-T-0'Brien-of- the Tarbox 
school, Tuesday evening at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Masters’ club. 
Mr. O’Brien’s paper consisted of a re- 
view of James’ ‘Talks to Teachers,” 
and was as follows: 

The renovation of nations always be- 
gins at the top, among the inflective 
members of the state, spreads slowly 
outward and downward. In .the gen- 
eral activity and uprising of ideal in- 
terests.which everyone with an eye for 
fact can discern all about us in Amer- 
ican life, there is no more promising 
feature than the fermentation which 
for a dozen years or so has been going 
on among the teachers. The outward 
organization which we have in our 
United States is perhaps on the whole, 
the best organization that exists in 
any country, Its diversity ~and-~flexi- 
| bility give. ample—opportunity~for-ex=~ 
All that is 
needed is to impregnate it with ge- 
niuses, 

There is a great deal of mystification 
laid upon teachers of today—a great 
deal said about the new psychology. 
There is nothing but the pyschology 
which began in Locke’s time plus a 
little psysiology of the brain and- 
-_| senses, 
programmes end schemes and methods 
for immediate use. Psychology is a 
science and teaching is an art. No 
science generates acts directly out: of 
themselves; an inventive mind makes 
the application by using its originality. 
To know. psychology therefore. is no 
guarantee that we shall be good-teach- 
ers, for the Alpha and Omega of the 
teachers’ art are things to which psy- 
chology can not help us in the least. 

In each of us, awake or. asleep, 
some kind of consciousness is always 
going on. Thus we have fields of 
consciousness. But what are the func- 
tions of the stream of consciousness? 
They are two: 

(1) It leads to knowledge, 

(2) It leads to. action. 

Our sensations are to attract or to 
‘our memories to warn or 
encourage us; our feelings to impel; 
our thoughts to restrain. ‘“Teachers,” 
says James, “should regard the pro- 
fessional task as if it consisted chiefly 
and essentially in training the pupil 
to behavior; taking behavior, not—in 
the narrow sensé of his manners, but 
in the very. widest sense possible, in- 
cluding every sort of fit reaction on 
the circumstances into which he may 


find himself brought by the  vicissi- 
tudes of life. The reaction will often 
be negative. Not to speak, not to 


move, is one of the most important of 


our duties, “Thou shalt refrain, re- 
nounce, abstain.” . 
Education can not be better de- 


seyibed than by calling it the organi- 
zation of acquired habits-and conduct 
and tendencies to behavior, 

“What is the German ideal? The 
avowed aim of the higher-education is 
to turn the student into an instrument 
for advancing scientific discovery. In 


as if the higher education of the uni- 
versities aimed at the production of 
certain static types of character. On 
being asked what Oxford could do for 
its students Prof...Jowett. is- said “to- 
have replied: “Oxford can teach an 
English gentleman how to be an Eng- 
lish gentleman,” 

There is.no reception without reac- 
tion, without “correlative expres- 
sion, this the teacher must not 
forget, (pg. 33-36). It would seem 
only.-natural tosay..that--since—after 
acting we normally get some return 
impression of result, the pupil should 
give return impression in every possi- 
ble case. 

Our education means in short, little 
more than a mass of possibilities of 
reactions acquired at Wome, in school, 
or in the. training .of affairs. The 
teacher’s task is to supervise this dc- 
quiring process. Here follow’ two 
principles. Because man’s instinctive 
impulses get over laid by secondary 
reactions, man loses the simply in- 
stinctive demeanor. But this life is 
disguised in man, not lost. 

Ownership is a racial endowment.of 
the race, the antagonist of imitation. 
James says: “The sense of ownership 
begins in the second year. In the 
school it is important in connection

ity—the collecting impulse. Con- 
structiveness is another’ great in- 
stinctive.tendency;:~TPhere~are other 
impulses, love of approbation or van- 
ity, slyness and secretiveness. Many 
of our impulsive tendencies ripen at 
a certain period and under right condi- 
tions good habits of conduct are ac- 
quired which last. But if the objects 
be not forthcoming then, the impossi- 
ble may die out before a habit is 
formed. But here I beliéveé parents 
have advantages over teachers. 

What are the instinctive tendencies 
which are the most important from 
the teacher's point of view? What are 
the native ~ reactions? First, fear. 
Fear of punishment has always been 
the great weapon of the teacher, The 
deepest spring of action in us is’ the 
sight of action in another. The spec- 
tacle of effort is what awakens and 
sustains our own effort. 

Imitation--shades -into-emrulation and: 
emulation into ambition; too, ambition 
connects itself closely with pugnacity 
and pride. The two latter have often 
been considered unworthy passions to 
appeal to in the young. But in their 
more refined and nobler forms they 
play a great part in the school room 
and» education generally. They are 
spurs to effort. 
~--Whatever—eise” they are pupils are’ 
little pieces” of associating machinery 
and each one is an essential part. of 
the entire working machine of the 
human family. 
run the mind, say James. Certain 
ideas in themselves are always follow- 
ed _ by. certain other. ideas. these-by 
certain feelings and impulses to ap- 
prove or disapprove, assert or de- 
cline. 


All our life so far as it has’ definite | 


form is but a mass of habits. Habit 
is second nature. The Duke of Well- 
ington said: “ten times nature.” The 
aim of education is to make useful 
habits automatic. Let us consider 
some of the maxims relative to habit- 
forming. (1). We must make auto- 
matic and habitual, as early as possi- 
ble, as many useful actions as we can. 
Never suffer an exception to oceur un- 


til e new habit is securely rooted 
in your life. Seize the first opportu- 
nity to act on every resolution you 
make. Don't preach too much to your 


pupils--lie in wait for practical oppor- 
tunities. Keep the faculty of effort 
alive in you’ by a little gratuitous ex- 
ercise every day. No topic has re- 
ceived more attention from pedagogi- 
cal writers than that of interest. Since 
some objects are naturally interesting 
and in others interest is artificially ac- 
quired, the teacher. must know which 
the natively interesting ones are. 


One‘ often hears it said that genius 
is nothing but a power of sustained at- 
tention. James says: ‘‘Voluntary at- 
tention comes in beats.’’ When an 
uninteresting subject is being studied 
the-mind-wanders-often;—distinct-pul- 
ses of effort must revivify the topie. 
The sustained attention of the genius 
is passive, the subject of thought once 
Started, fascinating. consequences_de- 
velop, the attention does not stray. In 
a. commonplace mind, the numerous as- 
sociations are lacking. Attention dies 
quickly, On the whole voluntary at- 
tention is instantaneous. 

We are too “apt to measure the gains 
of.our pupils by their proficiency in 
directly reproducing in recitation or 
examination matters as they . have 
learned. We underestimate inarticulate 
power, It is a mistake to treat the 
boy who says, “I know the answer but 
I can't say what it is," as we treat him 
who knows nothing of the answer. We 
ean recall accurately only a very small 
part of our experience in Hfe. Kor 
practical purposes we may say the 
art of remembering is the art of think- 
ing. As Dr. Pick says: ‘“‘When we 
wish to fix a‘*new-thing-in- either-our 
own or a pupil’s mind, our conscious 
effort should not be’so much to im- 
press and retain it’ as to connect it 
with something else already _ there. 
The connecting is the thinking.” 

Education gives a stock of concep- 
tions. What is the order of their ac- 
quisition? During the first seven or 
eight years of childhood the mind is 
most interested in the sensible prop- 
erties of material things. Construc- 
tiveness is the instinct most active. By 
the incessant putting things together, 
taking them apart, the child not only 
trains the muscles to co-ordinate ac- 
tion, but accumulates a store of phy- 
sical conceptions which are the basis 
of his knowledge of the material world 
through life. A youth brought up with 
a broad basis of this kind is always at 
home, “He stands within the pale.” 
He is acquainted with nature, 

“Hand in hand with her he walks, 

Face to face with her he talks.” 

The child brought up with no such 
acquaintances is a kind of alien on the 
earth in which he ought to feel at 
home. After adolescence it is hard—it 
is rare to be able-to- get into famliar 
touch with primitive things. Feed the 
growing human being. Feed hin. with 
the sort of experience for which he 
shows a natural craving. He will 
develop in adult life a sounder sort 
of mental tissue even though he may 
seem to be wasting his growing time. 
The only channels of learning are not 
books and verbally communicated in- 
formation, Many a child has to go 
permanently without an adequate 
stock of conception of a certain order 
because experiences of that order were 
not yielded at the time when new cu- 
riosity was most acute. Perhaps dis- 
gust was created. 

To be sure, the more accurately 
words are learned, the letter if only 


the teacher makes sure that what 
they signify is understood. A friend 
of mine visiting a school was asked 


to examine a young class in geography. 


Glancing at the book she said: Sup- 
pose you should dig a hole in the 
ground, hundreds of feet deep, how 


should you find it at the bottom, warm- 
er or colder than on top? The class 
was non-plussed. The teacher said: 
“I am sure they know, but I don't 
think you ask the question quite right- 
ly. Let me try. ‘In what condition is 
the interior of the globe?’’’ At once 
the answer from half the class, “The 
interior of the globe is in a condition of 
| igneous fusion.” 

The great difficulties with abstrac- 
tions is that of knowing just what 
meaning the pupil attaches to the terms 
he uses, The words maysound all right 
but the meaning remains the child’s 


own secret. James tells of a little 
child learning the, “passive — voice.” 
| Said the one explaining: “Suppose 


that you kill me; you who do the kill- 
ing are in the active voice, and I, who 
lam -killed;-am—in- the passive” voice.” 
“But how can you speak ff you are 
killed?” said the child. “Oh, well, you 
| may suppose that I am not yet quite 
dead.” The next day that child said 
in class: “The passive voice is the kind 
of voice you speak with when you are 
not quite dead.” Surely varied illus- 
trations were needed in thig case. 

When eight years old James was 
| greatly moved by the ballad “Lord Ul- 
lin’s Daughter.’ But he misconceived 
the. entire poem. He thought the 
staining of the “heather by the_ blood 
“was the evil chiefly dreaded and that 
| the boatman was to receive the lady 
for his pay. 
“I'll row you over the ferry. 
It is not for your silver bright, 
But for your winsome lady.” 

The great safeguard against such 
| difficulty is to insist on varied. state-

ments so as to bring the child’s con- 
oegtion to Ag? test. 

James calls the talk on apperception. 
“book” and adds, “Be our conceptions 
adequate or inadequate, be the stock 
large or small, they are all we have to 
work with. The more adequate the 
stock, the more able the man. There 
is an infinite sense of potentiality in 
us all when young. The conceptions 
acquired before 80 remain usually the 
only ones we ever gain. This con- 
firms in a teacher a sense of the im- 
portance of bis mission.” The pupil's 
future life is probably dependent upon 
the teacher's ministration in the way 
of imparting conceptions, 

Mentality terminates naturally in 
outward conduct, Man’s conduct ap- 
pears as the mere resultant of all his 
various impulsions and inhibitions. We 
speak of the soul or character or will 
of the person. This is but a collective 
hame. Hume says; Th 
thémselves the actors, the stage, the 
theatre, the spectators and the play. 
The lightest form of character, ab- 
stractly considered, must be full of 
scruples and inhibitions... Action in 
such a character far from being para- 
lyzed, keeps cnergetically on its way, 
overpowers resistances often steering 
along the line where they lie thinnest. 
A teacher is often confronted—in—the- 
school room with ah abnormal type 
will and; I might add, the master of- 
tentimes meets the same difficulty else- 
where than in-the children. 

“Break your child’s will in order that 
you may not perish,”.wrote John Wes- 
ley. It-is these will breaking scenes 
that leave a bad feeling behind, and 
the victory is not always with the 
would-be will breaker. ere 

The teacher generates in the pupil 
a large stock of ideas and must see to 
it that no habitual hesitancy or para- 
lysis of the will ensues, and that the 
pupil. still retains his power of vigor- 
ous action. Psychology can state prob- 
lems in terms but the teacher furnish- 
es the solution. The task is to build up. 
character. Our volitional habits de- 
pend first on our stock of ideas; second 
on the habitual coupling of ideas with 
action or without action.- -How do we 
do when an alternative is presénted? 
We hesitate; we deliberate. This is 
the search for the right. This brings 
us close to meral effort, In what does 
a moral effort consist? It consists_in 
the. effort of- attention by which we 
hold fast to an idea. To think is the 
secret of the will just as it is the 
secret of the memory. ‘I never 
thought.” Poor excuse at best. Why 
don’t we think? This one question 
and answer is a moral lecture on ir- 
reflectiveness, Pupils are to be saved 
bythe stock of ideas with which you 
furnish them; second by ‘the 
amount of voluntary attention that 
they can exert in holding to the right 
ones, however unpalatable; and third, 


by the several habits of acting definite-_ 


ty on these latter. It is not the size of 
a thing which constitutes its impor- 
tance. Our ucts of voluntary atten- 
tion, brief and fitful as they are, are 
never-the less-momentous—critical, de~ 
termining us to a higher or lower des- 
tiny. Voluntary attention in the school 
room is. vital.

Plant Growth and Electricity. 


At the meeting of.the Grange last 
Tuesday evening the subject of the 
speaker of the evening, Superintendent 
Walter H. Coleman of the Electric light 
station, was “Electricity as applied to 
the farm.” 

Mr. Coleman gave a very interesting 
and instructive talk, showing specimens 
of his observations and . experiments 
which went to show that there is.a 
great possibility in this field for research 
and great results to be obtained. At 
present little has been written about the 
subject and no literature outside of a 
few magazine articles which give final 
results exist. 

Mr. Coleman showed plants grown un- 
der anarclamp. He stated that Easter 
lilies can be forced and brought to blos 
som.ten days quicker than by the ordi- 
nary method, Radishes, lettuce and to- 
mato plants were also shown. Seeds of 
the tomato he had subjected to an-elec- 
tric current for a short time and he then 
succeeded in producing a plant about 
one inch in height in about 48 hours. 

Mr. Coleman told of the different ef- 
fects which could be obtained by using 
different colored lights and said it was 
not heat but light which caused plants 
at a certain distance from aclear light 
to twist.and lean toward it. He toid of 
bringing daffodils to bud and blossom 
“froin Friday-night-to-Sundaysmorning. 

Continuing he described methods of 
obtaining atmospheric currents.and con- 
ducting them under ground so as to ob- 
tain—the-efleet—of-the-eleetrie-eurrent 
upon the roots of the plant and showed 
how it could be done.

In 
the front of the, building is a twenty 
foot. ell. containing. the- office of the 
director, Hy Dy Bellis, and a reception 
room on the first floor, and on the’ sec- 
ond Trainer and Janitor Sidney Peet’s 
room and a fencing room. 

Entering. the building by the hand 
‘some main door on the north-west front 
‘after passing up the broad marble steps 
from the Salem street campus, a spacious 
entry is reached from which, on the left 
of the door to the main room, stairs as- 
cend to the gallery and descend to the 
hasement. At the right isadoor open- 
ing into Mr. Bellis’s private office while 
at the left is a room Which is to be fitted 
up for a reception room in which the 
director may meet the friends and par- 
ents of the students. ‘To the first named 
room the writer directed his way and 
was welcomed .by Mr. Bellis, who was 
pleased-to give the following facts in Tre- 
gard to the apparatus. 

The apparatus, he said, was manufac- 
tured by A. G. Spaulding and was the 
very best procurable. It is now all in 
place, selected and installed under the 
personal supervision of Dr. Anderson, 
and prepared for use. There are three 
sets of everything so that a whole class 
will be able to work with the same piece 
at the same time. It can be all removed 
from the floor by means of ropes and 
pulleys, ingeniously arranged, within 
half.an hour, or should occasion require, 
in a less time. ‘The floor and chest 
weights along the walls of the room are 
notin the way and of course do not come 
under this category. Thus the floor is 
made entirely clear and may be used for 
whatever purpose may be desired. 

in Mr: Bellis’ office are located many 
implements which he will use to exam- 
ine the young men of his department 
from time <to time and certainly at the 
very first before they begin their work. 
From the records which will be-kept 
the progress and growth physically of 
each one may be determined, There is 
the Fairbanks scales for weights, a re- 
cently invented measuring rod by J. Ww.

What a splendid dancing surface. it 
would make, 100 feet in one dimension, 
60 in the other? 

A broad, black line. is marked out on 
the floor about six feet from the walls 
all the way around the room. This 
marks off the playing spacecfor the bas- 
ketball games and at each end, supported 
by the gallery, are the baskets. 

Everything looks new and unused at 
present and it seems almost a shame 
that they should ever be otherwise.

Asmall piece of apparatus fastened 
low down against the wall is the foot 
and ankle machine, ‘The foot is placed 
inarest and the various movements up 
ordown and sideways move an iron 
cylinder which binds ‘against felt pads. 
| The friction may be increased or dim- 
inished at will by the use of turn screws. 

Next along the wall are the travelling 
parallel bars which may be moved up and 
down, the movement-raising- and lower- 
ing the weights attached, anil its use is 
to strengthen the triceps and chest 
muscles... In the north corner are the 
three medicine balls of different sizes, 
weighing four, six and nine pounds. 
They are to be thrown around for gen- 
eral exercise. 

Upon the wall are 50 pairs of Indian 
clubs and 50 pairs of dumb bells to be 
used for exercising and syuad work. 


The 20 triplicate chest weights are 
something entirely new, this gymnasium 
being the only one in the world to be 
fitted up with them at present. Spauld- 
ing is the inventor. By an ingenious 
arrangement three different movements 
are obtained by using the same set of 
weights with peculiarly arranged ropes 
and pulleys. There is the direct, the 


} 


A finger machine consists of two paral- 
lel wooden bars which are drawn to- 
gether by closing the fingers, weights 
which are attached being raised thereby. 
A wrist machine works in much the 
same manner as-does the fvot and ankle 
machine, friction being the manner in 
which ‘the exercise is obtained. The leg 
machine and wrist rolls are combined 
in one machine much the same way as 
in the triplicate chest machines. By 
changing the arrangement of the appa- 
ratus somewhat different effects are ob- 
tained and other muscles in the leg ex- 
ercised. The chest bars and abdominal 
belt are close by and are used in 
strengthening the chest and back. 


Near the door entering Mr, Bellis’s 
room is a wheel similar to those often 
used for steering a yacht. It is called 
the nautical wheel and works by friction. 
The exercise is obtained by taking hold 
of the spokes and turning the wheel. A 
wrestling machine on the other side of 
the door is constructed on the same 
principle except that a bar takes the 
place of the wheel. This machine may 
be used by either facing it or standing 
back toit. The remaining pieces of ap- 
paratus are three spring boards, three 
inclines for approaching different ma- 
chines and mats. 3

bag punching room fitted up with ad- 
justable apparatus for the bag punching 
with pneumatic rims which makes the 
machine noiseless, An adjoining room 
will probably be fitted up with showers 

| and lockers for the faculty while-another 
room near by is intended for visiting

The building is heated by steam con- 
ducted under ground from. the boilers 
under the Chapel chureh so that very 
little room is wasted in the gym. for 
boiler room, coal bunkers, ete. A small

It ig uot the intention of the faculty 
to make the gymnasium work compul- 
sory this year altho’ it will probably ve 
made so next year.

The new gymnasium is very con- 
veniently located in regard to the new 
Brothers’ field, the future athletic cam- 
pus of the academy and doors open from 
the basement on the north-east and 
south-west ends, thus doing away with 
the hecessity of going up stairs from 
the dressing rooms to get to the field. 
This field is not yet in condition'to be 
used and probably will not be for a year 
or more yet but when completed the 
athletic situation at Andover will be 
equal if not superior to that of any prep- 
a'atory schcol in the country.
